The White House action came

Gleason charged t o d a y that 
the President took the action to 
“ ball out” the shippers. 
“ There was no need for the 
President to act,” he said. ‘‘The

concerned that we would move 
all m ilitary cargo So how can 
anyone say there is a national 
em ergency?

WASHINGTON I API — Tho 
FBI said today it has m ore than 
kept up with the nation’s rising 
crime rate. but added that the 
New Left movement "has mush­ 
roomed into a m ajor security 
problem .” 
In its annual report, the feder­ 
al crim e agency said the fiscal 
year that ended last June 30 
was a period of “harsh, unre­ 
mitting challenge for law en­ 
forcem ent.” 
But, the FBI said, it m ea­ 
sured gains in several m ajor 
areas of crim e fighting, includ­ 
ing a 19 per cent increase in its 
arrest rate over the previous 
year. 
Convictions lip 
The 1968 figures were 18.881 
apprehensions, compared with 
15,878 the year before. 
Another gain was claim ed in 
convictions.

The agency also said the Com­ 
munist party continues as a 
danger to the nation’s internal 
security, although it has been 
working to achieve respectabili­ 
ty in the nation.

There was no answer for 
him then.

We are participating in a 
blockade against Rhodesia be­ 
cause our government believes 
the men in authority have set 
up the wrong kind c t rule. 
We spent millions* of „liv«s 
in Europe and the FSanic, in 
two World W ars and Korea 
to protect the West Europeans, 
the Chinese, Korea and South­ 
east Asians from aggression. 
We helped the Soviet Union 
protect itself against Hitler. 
We are today spending the 
lives of our young men and 
billions in dollars to protect 
the people of South Vietnam 
from Ho’s aggression.

The judge also is required to 
assess damages against anyone 
illegally killing a deer. Damages 
of not less than $100 
and not 
; more than $200 for each deer 
killed are allowed. 
The money goes to the State 
; Conservation Departm ent’s fish 
and game fund.

more than $20,000 to the fish 
and game fund. 


As an added penalty, anyone 
who doesn’t pay Hie damages to 
the state within 90 days w ill not 
be allowed to buy a hunting li­ 
cense for at least three years. 


The same penalties apply to 
anyone convicted of taking game j 
fish during a closed season, tak­ 
ing fish bv an unlawful device i 
or taking 
more fish 
than the i 
lawful lim it.

In addition to the fine and ja il I 
sentence, a scale has been set 
up for damages to be paid to 
the state for any unlawful fish 
catches. 


On game fish of one pound or 
m ole, the charge 
is 
not less 
than $5 and not more than $10 
for each pound 
of fish unlaw­ 
fully taken. 


If a fisherm an takes a few 
fat satlmon illegally, say a cou­ 
ple of 18 pounders, he w ill be 
paying a lot m ore than the fish

T. Agnew urged bankers today 
to recruit Negroes actively and 
train them for jobs in their busi­ 
nesses even though

might prove considerably great­ 
er than if they hired other per­ 
sons. 
In a speech prepared for the 
American Bankers Association, 
Hie Republican vice-presidential 
nominee said Negroes “cannot

“The reason they are not now 
employed is rarely prejudice.” 
Agnew said. “It is usually lack 
of training.

Michigan Tenants' 
Bill Of Rights 
Now In Effect 


LANSING (AP' — Tenants of 
public housing projects in Mich­ 
igan had a new bill of rights to­ 
day as four ‘‘tenants’ rights” 
m easures, approved by the Leg­ 
islature this year, took effect. 
The bills, arising from the 
bloody racial rioting of July, 
1967, which hit Detroit and sev­ 
eral other cities, provide: 
—That a public housing ten- 
! ant can be evicted only for de­ 
fined “just cause” and that a 
list of grounds for eviction m ust 
be prepared by local housang 
commissions. 
—That tenants of public hous­ 
ing facilities 
shall be repre­ 
sented by boards of tenant af­ 
fairs, at least half of the m em ­ 
bers to be tenants themselves. 
—That the boards, by two- 
thirds vote, m ay veto or modify 
rules of the housing commission 
or 
overturn 
official 
actions 
which deny housing to appli­ 
cants, 
evict 
tenants or raise 
their rent. 
Public housing agencies m ay 
still evict tenants for failure to 
comply with unlawful rules and 
regulations, m aintenance of un­ 
safe or unsanitary conditions, 
use of housing units for an il­ 
legal purpose or ineligibility be­ 
cause of increased income. 
Public 
housing 
tenants 
are 
specifically given the right to a 
court trial in eviction cases by 
one of 
the 
measures 
which 
takes effect today.

vides that all leases shall be 
considered to include an agree­ 
ment by the landlord to keep 
the rented premises fit, in rea­ 
sonable repair, and m compli- [ 
ar.ee with health ami safety 
laws.
